The appropriation for th? pres­ 
ent year was $53,021*. 
Of this 
amount, $9,670 was used for re­ 
pairs to roads, walks and drainage; 
$16,980 was used for salaries and 
$18,846 for wages. 
The balance 
was for maintenance and miscel­ 
laneous items. 
Approximately $18,500 was used 
this year to resurface roads. 
This 
amount was received from accumu­ 
lated tents and was applied to con­ 
tract work on the battlefield.
